Summer 
Recomn

Because off-season attend­ 
ance at the Torrance Munici­ 
pal Plunge failed to live up 
to expectations, the Recreation 
Commission Wednesday night 
recommended a summer-only 
program at the pool. 

Year-round use of the pool 
was started last fall, but Rec­ 
reation Director Harry Van 
Bellehem told the commission 
that the use of the pool was 
too limited during off-seasons 
to justify the additional ex­ 
pense. 

At the same time, the com­ 
mission recommended that the 
position of aquatics recreation 
supervisor be made seasonal 
rather than permanent. Joe 
Rode, who now holds the posi­ 
tion, has submitted his resigna­ 
tion, effective May 15. 

Use Curtailed 
The summer-only operation 

will curtail the use of the pool 
by the Torrance Unified School 
District and private youth
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agencies   YMCA, Boy Scouts 
and Girl Scouts. Van Bellehem 
said that it would be up to the 
City Council to decide whether 
to provide for these programs, 
but he was not recommend­ 
ing it. 

Expenses of running the 
pool during the off-season 
have run about $2000 a month, 
including electricity, gas, 
chemicals, maintenance, and 
salaries, h° said. 

Try Again 
In two or three years, it may 

be possible to try the year- 
round operation again, Van 
Bellehem said. 

This year the pool will be 
open on Saturday, June 14, 
and close on Wednesday, Sept. 
10. It will not be open during 
spring vacation, as in the past, 
because of repairs to pool 
equipment. The commission 
recommended that steps be 
taken to repair the equipment 
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rogram 
at Pool
Department obtained a five 
year guarantee from a painter 
Ken White, for painting th 
pool two years ago. Since tin 
job was not satisfactory to the 
city, Van Bellehem attemptec 
to locate White but has beer 
unable to find him and wa 
told he had gone out of bus! 
ness. 

Van Bellehem also present 
ed a $197,219 budget to the 
Recreation Commission foi 
study. It includes $25,992 foi 
administrative salaries; $39, 
175 for supervisors; $54.880 
for the city park recreation 
program; $41,064 for school 
recreation program. $9761 for 
Sea-Aire golf course, and $28, 
347 for the Torrance Munici­ 
pal Plunge. The commission 
delayed action to study the 
matter.
